The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

Document D1 discloses a device for implementing and maintaining an erection of the 
penis, said device having magnets (e.g. "magnetic portion members" 2S in Fig. 1) as 
"energy source", which is capable of being placed in proximity to the skin of the 
subject (i.e. the penis, cf. 1. 46-59 in col. 5). 

It is indicated, that the subject-matter of claim 1 is also anticipated by documents D2 
and 03.

Dependent claims 2-19 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT). 
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
